PARTIALLY vacant build­ 
ings on 107th Street are be­

ing purchased by the non- 
prof U Frederick W. Rich­ 
mond Foundation. As addi­ 
tional vacancies occur, fam­ 
ilies are shifted into nearby 
buildings until one building 
is completely vacant. 

The old but sound building 
is then gutted and renovated.

A seven-foot square shaft is 
cut from the roof to the foun­ 
dation to take out debris and 
bring in new materials. Then 
the compact bathroom-kitchen 
core, developed by Borg- 
Warner, is installed in each 
apartment. 

The cores, complete with

all bathroom fixtures, appli­ 
ances, wiring and plumbing, 
are lowered in from the roof 
and stacked one atop another, 
sealing the shaft. • • •

FAMILIES FROM surround- 
ing buildings then move into 
the newly-renovated apart­

ments and work begins on 
their building. It will take 
about five weeks to complete 
work on the first building 
and then one building will be 
renovated about every 10 
days.

Other safeguards suggested 
by the association include 
having the lawn mowed if 
you'll be away for a long 
time; making sure all electri­ 
cal appliances are turned off 
and all doors and windows 
are locked, and using a door 
lock that has a bolt as well 
as the usual spring lock.

School Bus 
Record for 
Safety Cited

California's public and pri­ 
vate school buses last year 
traveled more than 120 mil­ 
lion miles transporting some 
two million pupils daily to 
and from school and school 
activities, and only three per 
sons were killed and 610 in­ 
jured in accidents involving 
these vehicles.

"This kind of record, which 
is virtually BO different from 
past years, is why we call a 
ride in a school bus the safest 
mode of transportation in 
California," declared Califor­ 
nia Highway Patrol Commis­ 
sioner Harold W. Sullivan.

Of the three persons killed, 
two were passengers in ve­ 
hicles that collided with 
school buses and the third 
was a pupil pedestrian. Of 
thoee Injured. 357 were pas­ 
sengers In buses, 16 were 
school bus drivers, 31 were 
pupil pedestrians, and 286 
were other vehicle occupants 
or pedestrians. 
There were 10,604 public and 
private school buses in oper­ 
ation in California during 
1M7, all at which were in- 

' apected at least once during 
the year by the California 
Highway Patrol
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
